To save space the introductory paragraphs explaining the 
method of compiling the statistics * have been omitted. 

The main point to note is that the majority of the schedules 
required some correction for differences in the number of selling 
days because the calendar month contained one day more in 1944 
than in 1943. 


SPECIAL FACTORS AFFECTING AUGUST SALES 


The August figures are dominated by two factors—the con- 
tinued campaign of flying bombs directed against London, and 
the release of the new clothing coupons on Ist August. The 
former exerted a powerful depressing influence on sales of almost 
all kinds in London ; the latter greatly stimulated sales of apparel 
all over the country, and so materially affected all figures for 
non-food merchandise and total sales. Each factor influenced 
both the index numbers and the percentage changes compared 
with a year earlier, and it seems desirable to begin with separate 
sections which can deal comprehensively with them from all 
angles. 


THE EFFECTS OF FLYING BOMBS ON LONDON SALES 


The average number of consumers who were away from 
London in August owing to evacuation was considerably greater 
than in July. As a result the differential effect on London trade 
relative to trade in the Provinces was on the whole rather larger, 
even though the Londoners who remained had to some extent 
adjusted themselves to the unusual conditions, and the Central 
area even attracted some holiday-makers. 

The effects of the movement of population are best measured 
by the food statistics, especially those of Suburban London. 
The Suburban index for August was 9 points below the average 
for the previous twelve months, whereas all the provincial districts

showed increases, which averaged about 8 points. Similarly the 
comparison with August 1943 showed a fall of 5 per cent. for 
Suburban London, against an average rise of about 11 per cent. 
in the Provinces. The differential movement is clearly greater 
than in July, when it was not much over 10 per cent. 

Central London naturally showed bigger reductions in food 
sales than the Suburbs, whether compared with the previous 
average or with August 1943. Unlike them, however, it does 
not appear to have lost any further ground during August. 
Its index rose from 84 in July to 87 in August, which is very 
similar to the average movement in the Provinces. As sales to 
residents must have declined this presumably reflects some 
recovery in sales to visitors. 

In the case of non-food merchandise the position is complicated 
by the release of clothing coupons on Ist August. The best way 
of measuring the influence of the flying bombs taken by them- 
selves seems to be to express the sales in August as a percentage 
of the average for the year before the campaign began, and to 
compare the resulting figures for the London areas with those 
obtained in the Provinces. This is done in the table below, the 
North-West being taken as the standard of comparison.

for example, the Central London figure for non-food merchandise 
as a whole is rather under 60 per cent. of that for the North- 
West. Some of this divergence is due to increased trade in the 
provinces, because of purchases made by evacuees and by people 
who would otherwise have travelled to London ; proportionately, 
however, this is relatively unimportant, and it would not be a 
very serious exaggeration tosay that the flying bombs had reduced 
Central London’s sales of non-food merchandise by some 40 per 
cent. below what might otherwise have been expected. The 
corresponding figure for the Suburbs is about 20 per cent. 

Speaking broadly, the differential effect of the flying bombs 
on London sales of non-food merchandise was of about the same 
size in August as in July, though the incidence on particular 
components was rather different. This can be seen most easily 
from the movement of the various index numbers between July 
and August. Thus for apparel, Central London showed a rise 
of nearly 50 per cent., which is rather greater than the pro- 
vincial average, but the Suburban rise was only 30 per cent. ; 
for household goods, on the other hand, the Suburbs showed a 
5 per cent. rise, indicating the recovery of some ground relatively 
to the provinces (for which the movement was on balance 
negligible), whereas Central London showed a small fall. The 
contrast between the two categories may be due to the fact that 
Suburban sales of apparel in July included more clothing bought 
to equip evacuees before departure, whilst in August some 
household goods may have been bought to replace bomb damage. 
The reduced amount of purchases made to equip the departing 
evacuees is also reflected in the Suburban figures for sports and 
travel goods, which in August were only 19 per cent. higher than 
a year ago, whereas in July the rise was 86 per cent. 


THE EFFECTS OF THE NEW CLOTHING COUPONS 


The effects of the release of the new clothing coupons can only 
be usefully studied by the use of the apparel index numbers. 
August 1943 was the last month of a coupon period instead of 
the first, and the enormous increases compared with that month, 
ranging up to 150 per cent., serve only to show how greatly the 
coupon position dominates sales. It is perhaps appropriate that 
the new table at the end of the article, showing the “‘ run”’ of all 
the index numbers for Great Britian since January 1943, should 
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be introduced in a month when the greater usefulness of index 
numbers is so very obvious. 

The natural comparisons to make are with the first month 
after each of the last two coupon releases. The relevant figures 
are given below, both for apparel as a whole and for its principal 
components.

The average amount spent per coupon was very similar in al] 
three months (in each case being much lower than in the preceding 
month) so that the apparel index closely measures the number 
of coupons taken by the reporting shops. It will be seen that 
this index is not very different from that for September 1943, 
but materially above that for last February. 

It may seem rather surprising that this month’s index should 
be slightly higher than that for last September, since both the 
flying bombs and the ordinary seasonal factor provide depressing 
influences. The number of coupons released was of course 
24 instead of 20, but they have to last correspondingly longer, 
and experience in February showed that this factor is of little 
importance. More significant, perhaps, is the fact that last year 
the children’s supplement was released in advance, so that some 
of their special purchases were made in the previous month. 
But the main explanation is probably that August contains a 
Bank holiday, so that the public’s initial purchases were concen- 
trated into fewer selling days; the index measures sales per 
selling day, not per week or per month. 

The subsidiary index-numbers show divergent movements: 
men’s and boys’ wear and boots and shoes are both substantially

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higher this time, but women’s wear is actually 6 points lower 
than in September 1943. To some extent this is due to the 
much greater influence which Central London has on women’s 
wear than it has on the other categories ; the depressing influence 
of the flying bombs is exaggerated for this category, and to a 
smaller extent for men’s and boys’ wear.

Apparel. The apparel index has been discussed above. A 
further point of some interest is the considerably smaller rise 
shown in Scotland than in the other provincial districts, whether 
the comparison is with July or with the previous average. The 
fact that Central London sales were 24 per cent. below the 
previous average in the first month of a coupon period is a 
striking testimony to the influence of the flying bombs. 


Household Goods. A rise of 2 points from the record low level 
of July brought the household goods index to 75, still about 14 
per cent. below the average of the previous twelve months. 
As in July, it was the unprecedentedly low sales in Central 
London (46) which brought down the figure for the country as a 
whole. Small increases from July were recorded in Suburban 
London and the South of England and a larger one in the North- 
East. In no area did sales exceed the average of the preceding 
twelve months. 

The subsidiary index numbers make it clear that the rise in 
household goods was produced by a small expansion in hardware, 
supplies of which are now both larger and more varied, while 
those of furniture are still very seriously restricted; August 
sales in the latter category were below July in all districts. 


Non-food Merchandise. After three successive decreases, 
monthly sales rose in August to 102, about 6 per cent. above the 
average of the previous twelve months, and the highest level 
touched since April. The explanation is, of course, the release 
of clothing coupons, so that it is not surprising to find substantial 
rises compared with July in all districts, including London. 


Food and Perishables. The food and perishables index moved 
from 106 in July to 110 in August, which is 5 points above the 
previous average. The rise from July was general except in 
Suburban London which lost many children and some adults to 
the Provinces ; it is largely accounted for by the smaller number 
of selling days in which food must be bought when there is a 
Bank holiday in the month. 


Total Sales. At 107 the index for total sales was 114 per cent. 
higher than in July and 6 per cent. above the previous twelve 
months’ average. All the provincial areas showed appreciable 


rises both from July and from the twelve months’ average. Sales, 


in both London areas recovered somewhat from July levels, the 
movement being slight (2 points) in the Suburbs and more pro- 
nounced (13 points) in the Central district. 


COMPARISON WITH TWELVE MONTHS EARLIER 


The release of clothing coupons, discussed above, accounts 
for the fact that sales as a whole were as much as 15-2 per cent. 
larger this year than last. Inevitably London shared only to a 
limited extent in this expansion and the Central area was par- 
ticularly hard-hit by circumstance, sales declining by 18-1 per 
cent. The range of increases in the provincial areas was narrow— 
from 17-2 per cent. in Scotland to 23-2 per cent. in the Midlands 
and South Wales; the distribution of unallocated sales would 
have raised the figures tabulated. 


Food and Perishables. About 57 per cent. of the sales values 
used in-computing the August comparisons consisted of food 
and perishables. This type of merchandise advanced by 8-3 per 
cent. from August 1943, the largest year-to-year movement since 
May. The rise exceeded 10 per cent. in all provincial areas 
except Scotland and was probably understated in these districts 
as the bulk of unallocated sales appears to be provincial and the 
increase in these amounted to 18-0 per cent. ‘The sharp fall in 
Central London (19-7 per cent.) is mainly accounted for by the 
effect of flying bombs in cutting shopping and amusement visits 
with a consequent contraction in the number of meals taken in 
cafés and restaurants. The Suburban decrease (4-8 per cent.), 
however, was due chiefly to evacuation. 

The additional figures for grocery, provisions and bakery and for 
cafés and restaurants bear this out. The Central London area 
contributes a substantial proportion of the sales reported in the 
latter category, with the result that, despite very considerable 
increases in the Provinces, there was only a small advance (1-7 
per cent.) for Great Britain as a whole.

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Non-food Merchandise. The disturbing influence of the 
coupon release is naturally even more apparent in the figures® 
for this division than in total sales. A rise of 25-6 per cent. was 
recorded for the country as a whole and the district figures are 
even more striking. Central London alone showed lower sales 
than a year ago, the fall of 17-2 per cent. contrasting strongly 
with the provincial increases, which ranged from 33-3 per cent. 
in Scotland to 43-1 per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales, 
and would have been little smaller, if at all, had unallocated 
sales been distributed. 


Apparel. In view of the coupon position, little significance 
can be attached to the actual figures for these categories given in 
the table. The number of coupons reported to the Bank was 
81-7 per cent. higher than a year ago, an increase being recorded 
in every district, although in Central London it amounted to no 
more than 3:3 per cent. On the other hand, the number reported 
in the North-East and in the Midlands and South Wales was in 
each case more than twice as large this year as last. 

The amount spent per coupon was roughly 134 per cent. less 
this year than last, the only rise being in Suburban London. A 
fall is to be expected in the first month of a coupon period ; the 
decline for the country as a whole was increased by the fact that 
a smaller proportion of the trade was done in Central London, 
where the average value is much the highest. 

The increase in sales was sharpest in men’s and boys’ wear (117 per 
cent.) and was shared by all districts without exception. Outside 
London women’s wear rose to an appreciably greater extent than 
did boots and shoes, but for the country as a whole the increase 
for the former (58-4 per cent.) did not differ significantly from 
that for the latter (53-1 per cent.). Dress materials contracted 
slightly in Central London, but substantial rises elsewhere raised 
the general level by 44-2 per cent. 


Household Goods. By contrast, sales in the household cate- 
gories were all lower than in August 1943. Household piece goods 
fell by 5:4 per cent., the whole of this decrease being attributable 
to severe contractions in both London areas. Furnishing 
departments, which declined by 20-3 per cent., showed decreases 
in every area with falls of 25 per cent. or more in both parts of 
London and also in Scotland; the difficulty in this category is 
essentially shortage of goods. The fall in hardware was smaller 
(5:2 per cent.) and was confined to London, though the increases 
in the Provinces were all small. 

As noted above, evacuation demands brought about a much 
smaller rise for sports and travel goods in Suburban London 
this month than in June or July; for the whole country this 
category showed a decline of 4-5 per cent. Sales of fancy goods 
declined by nearly 30 per cent. in both London areas, but these 
decreases were almost offset by rises elsewhere. 


February-August. Total sales for the first seven months of 
the trading year exceeded those in the same period of 1943 by 
7:7 per cent. The increase was fairly even as between the five 
provincial areas ; only Central London was below the 1943 level. 

Sales of food rose by 6:3 per cent. with district increases 
close to that figure except in London where the Central area 
showed only a fractional increase and the Suburbs one of 3-9 
per cent. The advance in other merchandise was more noticeable 
(9-6 per cent.) and the range of district movements much wider, 
the extremes being a fall of 5-0 per cent. in Central London and 
a rise of 14°5 per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales; the 
smallest increase in the Provinces was 11-1 per cent. for Scotland, 
so that all areas outside London showed mich the same expan- 
sion. Sales in all apparel categories exceeded the corresponding 
1943 figures, the advance being particularly marked for men’s 
and boys’ wear (33-6 per cent.). Household categories, on the 
other hand, were all lower this year than last, the fall being 
greatest for furnishing departments (11-2 per cent.) and only 
fractional for hardware. Among the remaining categories the 
outstanding figure was the rise of 10-2 per cent. for sports and 
travel goods. 


STOCKS t¢ 


Index Numbers of Apparel Stocks. As might be expected, the 
August spurt in apparel sales reduced the stocks on hand at the 
end of the month. Unfortunately that pressure brought stocks 
of boots and shoes down by over 14 per cent. to 72, which is 
the same figure as was recorded after the coupon release in 
September 1943. The decreases in the other categories lay 
between 6 and 8 per cent. Dress materials are now lower than 
at any date covered by these index numbers. 


Comparison with a Year Ago. At the end of August total 
stocks were 13-3 per cent. lower in 1944 than in 1943, the down-

ward movement being greater than in recent months: all 
districts showed decreases. The fall was almost identical in the 
two London areas (10-5 and 10-6 per cent.) but was larger in 
the Provinces, ranging from 13-9 per cent. in Scotland to 19-4 per 
cent. in the Midlands and South Wales. Compared with August 
1939 (the last pre-war month) the value of stocks was up by 
36 per cent. ; the quantity of goods available was of course much 
reduced. 

Stocks of food and perishables were higher than a year ago by 
4-4 per cent. This was the fifth successive rise from 1943. 
Compared with August 1939 the increase amounted to about 
50 per cent. 

Stocks of other merchandise fell by 14-7 per cent. Decreases 
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have now been recorded every month for more than a year, 
The only main category with a higher value this year than last 
was sports and travel goods which form only a small proportion 
of the total. The decrease for boots and shoes was small (3-3 per 
cent.), but those recorded for the other apparel categories all 
exceeded 20 per cent. Compared with August 1939, boots and 
shoes were down by 15 per cent. and the others all up, women’s 
wear by 50 per cent., men’s and boys’ wear by 35 per cent. and 
dress materials by 6 per cent. 

Stocks of household categories moved rather differently from 
those of apparel. Household piece goods were 20-6 per cent. 
above August 1943, while furnishing departments and hardware 
fell by 3-4 per cent. and by 12-2 per cent. respectively.

Trade of 
Textile 


The tables given in this article are based on returns from a 
large number of wholesale textile houses, which ure compiled 
by the Wholesale Textile Association in collaboration with the 
Bank of England. The table below gives four series of index 
numbers for (1) sales and (2) stocks at the end of the month, 
based on average monthly sales or stocks in 1942 = 100. In 
each @ise, in addition to index numbers for total home trade, 
separate series are shown for the three main categories of goods 
handled by the reporting houses, viz. women’s and children’s

wear, men’s and boys’ wear and dress materials. In these index 
numbers, as well as in the other table described below, the sales 
cover export as well as home trade, but the former is relatively 
very small. 

The table on page 369 gives a comparison between sales and 
stocks this year and the corresponding figures in 1943, dis- 
tinguishing seven categories of goods in addition to the three 
mentioned above. In general the categories follow very closely 
those used in the retail trade statistics, but hardware is omitted

to the public (see the article on Retail Trade above), and this 
made the retailers both anxious to secure speedy replacements 
and able to provide the necessary coupons. The figures show 
the advantage of being able to make comparisons with other 
periods besides the corresponding month a year earlier. . 

The coupon release raised total home trade sales in August 
10 per cent. above the average for the previous twelve months, 
despite the fact that August is normally a very slack month ; 
for women’s and children’s wear and men’s and boys’ wear the 
rises were rather greater. In all three cases sales were round 
about 5 per cent. lower than in September 1943, which is in 
some ways the most comparable month so far as coupons are 
concerned ; a reduction was to be expected, as the ordinary 
seasonal factor still has an appreciable influence. 

For the unrationed categories a comparison with last August 
has more meaning ; the rise of 18 per cent. for household piece- 
goods is probably the most significant movement. 
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Stocks.—With August sales above average instead of below 
it, there was bound to be a fall in stocks compared with July 
instead of the usual rise. The indices for the total, women’s 
and children’s wear and men’s and boys’ wear all show reductions 
of round about 10 per cent.,-and are about one-sixth lower than 
they were in September 1943. As a smaller part of the seasonal 
demand for winter goods had been met this year, the stock 
position is clearly a good deal weaker. 

The detailed comparisons with August 1943 show decreases 
for every category except boots and shoes (in which the reporting 
houses do relatively little trade). Stocks of the other rationed 
goods are all far lower than a year ago, as a result of the earlier 
sales and fundamentally weaker position, and in the unrationed 
categories only household piece-goods is down by less than 
10 per cent.

Daily receipts in August fell by 2 per cent. compared with 
July ; this is less than half the normal peacetime drop, and had 
the effect of raising the index number based on the average 
receipts in the corresponding period of 1924-34 (except 1926) 
to 180-9, the highest figure yet recorded. 

Compared with a year earlier, August receipts rose by 4:8 per 
cent., as against an average increase of 7-4 per cent. for the first 
seven, months of the year.

Empire Cotton Growing Corporation 


At a recent meeting of the Executive Committee of the Cor- 
poration a letter was read from Lord Derby in which he ex- 
plained that he felt obliged to ask the Corporation to accept his 
resignation of the Presidency of its Administrative Council. He 
intended to continue to take the same interest as heretofore in 
the work that the Corporation was carrying out, but he regretted 
that he was no longer able to participate actively in it. The 
Committee decided they had no option in the circumstances but 
to accept his lordship’s resignation with very deep regret, and 
they recorded their great indebtedness to him for the invaluable 
assistance he had given to the Corporation as President of the 
Council since its incorporation in 1921.

INVOICING PROCEDURE 


With reference to the notice in Board of Trade Journal, 
16th September, page 346, the “‘ Uganda Official Gazette” of 
25th July contains a copy of General Notice No. 1120, which 
states that the new rates of War Risk Insurance for the purpose 
of assessment of Customs duty applicable to the United Kingdom 
are 4 per cent.

WITHDRAWAL OF CERTAIN DUMPING DUTIES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Proclamation 
No. 152 of 1944 which, inter alia, provides for the withdrawal 
of the ordinary dumping duty imposed on certain goods imported 
into the Union of South Africa from specified countries. 

The goods on which the duty has been withdrawn when 
imported from the United Kingdom are as follows :— 

Rubber hose; rope; all wrought iron and wrought steel 
tubes or pipes, straight or bent, uncoated, coated or otherwise 
protected, in sizes up to and including 64 inches outside diameter, 
except welded and close joint electrical conduit tubes, boiler 
tubes, boiler stay tubes, super heater tubes and tubes or pipes 
of galvanised or stainless steel qualities ; all wrought iron, and 
wrought steel tubular bends of any angle, of all qualities and 
sizes up to and including 64 inches outside diameter, whe her 
galvanised or otherwise, except electrical conduct bends; all 
wrought iron, malleable iron and wrought steel flanges, whether 
screwed or unscrewed, and whether drilled or undrilled, galvanised 
or otherwise suitable for wrought iron and steel tubes or pipes 
in sizes up to and including 64 inches outside diameter ; cement ;
